Vaccination against smallpox is sQ 


free, from, danger and produces such 
a perfect protection against this most 
loathsome of all infections, that it 
has become compulsory in most civil- 
ized countries. The laws of this com- 
monwealth require that a. child must 
te successfully vaccinated before per- 
mitted to enter school. This law is 
mandatory. There is no alternative 
and the Department oC Health will 
see to it that it is strictly enforced. 
The attention of all parents is, there- 
fore, directed to this matter and they 
are urged to have their children vac- 
cinated at once, so tnat they may en- 
ter school on the opening day. 


The simplicity with which small- 


pox may be controlled does not ap- 
ply, 
unfortunately, to any of the 


other diseases found 
so 
frequently 


among school children. 
To meet East Green street, 


these, our line ot defense is radically 


i different. 
The most successful 
pro- 


cedure which we now have at hand 
is the separation of every child from 
his fellows at the time he is develop- 
ing one of these communicable dis- 
eases. 


If a child is developing scarlet fever 


and is permitted to attend school un- 
til too aide to make the journey, 
you can rest assured that many other 
children in that school will have been 
exposed and ,will develop the disease. 
The first child would have been kept I fur] 
at home if the parent had appreciated 
the danger in which their child and 
the school were being placed. The De- 
partment of Health desires that the 
parents of school children shall make 
it their rule to keep th.eir children out 
of school when they show the earliest 
signs of sickness.
